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New genera Atretus (type species Oliarus horishanus Mats.), Arosinus (type species Ol- 
iarus velox Mats.) and Siniarus (type species Oliarus formosanus Mats.) are established. 
Several species are transferred from Oliarus to these genera and to Oteana Hoch.

In the last decades, the worldwide genus Oliar- 
us Stal sensu lato was subdivided into more nat- 
ural smaller genera according to the contempo- 
rary standards. Firstly, the structure of North Pa- 
laearctic components was revised (Emeljanov, 
1971) with resurrection of the old genera Pen- 
tastira Kirschbaum, 1868 and Pentastiridius 
Kirschbaum, 1868 placed for about hundred 
years in synonymy with Oliarus. Afterwards, the 
African (Van Stalle, 1985, 1986a, 1986b, 1986c, 
1987; Emeljanov, 1993), Indo-Malayan (Van 
Stalle, 1991; Emeljanov, 2001b) and Nearctic 
(Emeljanov, 2001a) faunas were revised. Recent- 
ly, a generic revision has been undertaken for the 
faunas of Australia and Oceania (Locker et al., 
2006; Hoch, 2006). Oliarus properly in the 
present sense is distributed only in the Oriental 
(Indo-Malayan) Region and needs some further 
restriction. There are at least three groups of spe- 
cies, which deserve distinguishing as separate 
genera: the groups of O. formosanus Matsumu- 
ra, O. harishanus Matsumura and O. velox Mat- 
sumura. The descriptions and figures of the male 
genitalia of these representatives were published 
by Tsaur et al. (1988) and Van Stalle (1991).
